He wished to wait until a substan- 
tial withdrawal of volunteers from 
Spain had taken place 

In particular, he insisted the 
British government should have 
some indication from Haly such 
as acceptance of the British for- 
mula for withdrawal of volun- 
teers, which had been awaiting 
Malian acceptance for a consider- 
able time.

The par- 
liamentary opponents of the militarists are of 
course representatives of the large taxpaying 
classes, industrial owners, and employees, and 
farmers.

In these days when most governments are 
busy seeking new methods of taxation, and most 
indivduals are worying about paying taxes, it 
is interesting to look at the State of Nebraska- 
not so very far away—where taxes are of little 
concern to the citizens, 

Nebraska has no sales tax, no income tax and 
none of the smaller nuisance taxes which are 
growing so prevalent today 

The reason for this situation is that it is un- 
constitutional for the State of Nebraska to go 
into debt. The state has adopted the policy, since 
1875, of “pay as you go 

Following a financial panic in 1873, the 
prairie one-crop state felt a real jolt. Resentment 
agains! the “Money Powers” resulted in a Ne- 
braska law that the state could not issue bonds. 
This decision has been adhered to ever since, 
with the result that Nebraska has paid its way in 
cash and is now in a comparatively sound posi- 
tion as compared with many other states. 

Nebraska has 2,000 miles of paved and 8,000 
miles of surfaced highways which cost $103,000,- 
000—all paid for. Its splendid state university 
has 7,000 students. It has four normal schools and 
18 penal or charitable institutions, worth $151,- 
000,000, and with not a penny of mortgage 
against any of them. The $10,000,000 state capi- 
tol building was built by a grant of $1,000,000 per 
year for a period of ten ‘years. 

In these days of credit discussions and end- 

less borrowings it is interesting to consider th 
unique state which has paid its way largely 
without credit. 
This alone, of course, does not make Nebraska 
any Paradise, but in the present days of drought 
and recession it must be gratifying to the farmers 
of t state that none of their present earnings 
must be ear-marked for the purpose of emptying 
them into a sink-hole of interest payments.—

The underlying cause of nervous indigestion 
is usually emotional, as I explained in my article 
yesterday. However, there are certain physical 
causes which are commonly present and which 
contribute to the development of this trouble. 


Among these physical causes are: The use of 
an incorrect diet, which contains food difficult 
to digest, thus placing an added burden upon 
the digestion; constipation; lack of exercise; and 
the use of wrong food combinations 

In studying a patient with nervous indiges- 
tion, it is vitally necessary that a thorough ex- 
amination be given. At the end of this examina- 
tion the physician will know whether most of 
the symptoms are due to an emotional dis- 
turbance of whether there is reason to believe 
that the symptoms are due to a derangement of 
the stomach. 

The X-ray is of great importance in examin- 
ing these patients as it provides so great an 
amount of definite information. The X-ray 
should be used in making any pictures needed 
and should be supplemented by the study of the 
stomach and intestines with the fluoroscopic 
X-ray. 

Consideration should be given to the way the 
gall bladder is doing its work in order to rule 
out the possibility that the symptoms may be 
due to faulty functioning of this organ. 

It is a good plan to have a blood test made, 
inasmuch as many of these patients with nervous 
indigestion have a mild form of secondary 
anemia. 

The type of individual most likely to be 
troubled with nervous indigestion is of the 
slender type which is prone to prolapsus and the 
stomach and large intestine should be studied to 
find if prolapsus, or sagging, has occurred. 

The physical examination should include the 
necessary attention given to the state of the eye- 
sight and the teeth. If any eye defect is found it 
should be compensated for by wearing glasses; 
and if the teeth are in poor condition the patient 
should be advised to see a dentist. 

The thorough examination is of value in these 
cases for two reasons—first, because it shows 
conclusively that the chief trouble is nervous or 
emotional in origin, and secondly because the 
knowledge that he is physically sound will pro- 
vide the patient with a vast amount of reassur- 
ance and will encourage him to hope for an 
eventual recovery. 

Usually the patient is very 
his physical condition and his very anxiety will 
retard improvement. Once he becomes convinced 
that there is little need to worry, his stomach 
troubles usually lessen; whereas the more he 
worries, the more the stomach acts up.
